They should not have any barn¬ 
yard manure as fertilizer. Bone 
meal is the only safe fertilizer to 
dig in the soil, with potash salts 
or wood ashes as an excellent 
dressing upon the surface.

GOOD RULES TO FOLLOW 
IN PLANTING YOUR BULBS 

W mLE BULBS are the near¬ 
est to fool-proof plant ma¬ 
terial there is, and unless buried 
so deep they can never reach the 
surface, a crop of bloom is sure 
to result, proper planting means 
a great deal in the quality and 
quantity of bloom. A few general 
principles should be observed. 

First of all, bulbs need good 
drainage. This is a prime factor,

r I u-m. World-Wide economic up- 
J heaval continues to bring 
distressing developments which 
task the ingenuity and business 
sagacity of the American farmer 
and his farm-marketing organiza¬ 
tions. 

With exports to the European 
market already greatly reduced 
by depleted consumer buying 
power, the export situation has 
been further aggravated, in re¬ 
cent weeks, by the "Buy British" 
campaign inaugurated in England. 

Since the British Imperial Eco¬ 
nomic Conference at Ottawa, this 
movement has been broadened to 
include "Buy Empire,” threaten¬ 
ing American orange and apple 
markets wdth the supplies of 
South Africa and Canada. 

California agriculture, due to 
the world-wide demand which has 
been developed for its products, 
probably has more at stake in the 
"battle of exports" than any other 
state in the nation. The Cali¬ 
fornia farmer, agriculturally at 
least, is a broad-gauged interna¬ 
tionalist whose products have 
gone to the four corners of the 
globe. 

The "Buy British" and "Buy 
Empire” slogans already have 
been interpreted as "Don't Buy 
American,” with American manu¬ 
facturers catching the first brunt 
of the attack. .Vnd there is every 
indication that the preferences 
granted to the Briti.sh Colonies at 
the Ottawa Conference will cut 
down, at least temporarily, the 
outlet in the British market for 
.such California products as ap¬ 
ples, oranges, grapefruit, raisins 
and prunes.
